About a year ago a competition was started in Iowa to de. 
termine the Agricultural College and a large number cows of 
all breeds entered the contest. The two that have made the 
best records are the Guernseys—Dairymaid of Pinehurst 
24656, whose year’s record is 14562.4 lbs. milk, 860.26 Ibs 
butter fat, with an average per cent. of 5.91, and Jedetta of 
Pinehurst 17434, whose record is 15109.1 lbs. milk, 778 8 Ibs, 
butter fat, average per cent 5.15. 

The American Guernsey Cattle Club were the first to es- 
tablish an Advanced Register on the true measure of the 
utility of a dairy cow, namely, what she can do for one year 
in the production of butter fat supervised by an Agricultural 
Experiment Station. There are now over one th ousand year’s 
records. ‘These show an average of 7921.31 Ibs. milk, 408.14 
Ibs. butter fat (equivalent to 450 lbs. butter) and an average 
per cent. of 5.09. The highest record for milk production is 
18458.80 lbs., while there are many with records of 12000 
Ibs. and better. 

here is surely no better proof of the sterling qualities of 
the Guernsey than is cited above. 

For many years these cattle were jealously guarded on 
private estates, where the owners did not desire to push their 
herds from a breeder’s standpoint. Having ample oppor- 
tunity for selling their surplus, little attempt was made for 
public recognition. 

As the sterling qualities of the breed became widely known 
the breed has come rapidly into public favor. 


The Profitable Guernsey. 


During the last few years there has been a great interest 
taken in imported dairy stock. Dairymen have awakened 
to the fact that a 150 or even a 200 pound a year butter 
cow is not a profitable one. Such animals will not pay for 
the feed they consume. If a cow eats $75 worth of food 
she must produce 300 pounds of 25-cent butter to pay for 
same before she can return a profit. Dairymen realize this. 
There is evidence that there is a big step ahead in this “Bat- 
tle Against the Scrub.” 

Especially is this true in the great dairy country of the 
West. Cow Contests and Advanced Register work have giv- 
en good measures of merit of one’s dairy cows as individu- 
als. This opportunity has been taken advantage of, Poor 
cows are being wed out. Bulls for better dairies are sought 
for. 

All this has not only been advantageous to the dairyman 
as an individual, but it has had a distinct bearing on the 
breed at large. The American Guernsey Cattle Club was 
the first to aid its breeders along these lines by establishing 
an Advanced Register on the basis of a year’s production of 
butter fat. Today it has about 1100 official year’s records, 
which average 7921.01 lbs. milk, 407.56 lbs. butter fat, 
(equivalent to 475.49 lbs. butter.) 

This is more than double the average production of the 
dairy cows in the United States, and with more than 150 lbs. 
butter for profit. 

It is not for one single year that the Guernsey has shown 
herself to be a profitable animal. We have several instances 


| of consecutive years’ work. Note for instance the work of 
Modena 11779, Adv. R. 67, who has an average of 13743- 


1olbs. milk; 707.40 lbs. butter fat. 

Then again note the work of the remarkable Dolly Dim- 
ple, given in detail on page 57 of this issue. 

Also note the fine work of Dairymaid of Pinehurst, the 
leader of the Dairy Cow Contest in Iowa, whose work is de- 
scribed elsewhere in this issue. 

With this guide to the merits of the breed it is no won- 
der that there is shown such a great interest in the Guern- 
sey as there has been within the last few years.

The Guernsey Islands and Origin 
of the Breed. 


The Guernsey is a native of the Island 
of Guernsey. The island is 9 by 13 
miles, comprising 10,000 acres, on which 
there are 40,000 people and practically 
all dependent on the soil and agricul- 
tural work for a living. With the excep- 
tion of Alderney the Island of Guernsey 
lies in the most exposed position of any 
of the Channel Islands, just where the 
waters of the Atlantic ocean and North 
sea are vying with each other for suprem- 
acy. Yet we find this island in the lati- 
tude of northern Newfoundland, with 
this exposure to wind and wave, having 
so much sunshine and warmth from the 
Gulf Stream, that orange trees will grow 
and sometimes bloom, and the walled- 
in gardens of the stone cottages overflow 
with flowers and tropical plants. It con- 
fuses the mind to see all these beautiful 
plants in the open air and find that the 
tomato is only grown with great care un- 


der glass, and no burning heat to ripen 
corn. The mean temperature is as fol- 
lows : 


Spring months, March, April, May, 47.7 


Summer, June, July, August - 599 
Fall, Sept., Oct., Nov., - - 53.8 
Winter, Dec., Jan., Feb., - - 443 


Back in the darker ages when the life 
of the early Christian was shrouded with 
persecution we find on these islands evi- 
dence of refuge for those driven from the 
continent. These islands, situated be- 
tween England and Continental Europe 
proved an enticing abode. 


With their movement naturally were 
taken the cattle of adjacent countries. 
On the near coast of France were cattle 
noted for their rich milk and famous but- 
ter. These, the little black Brittanies 
and the Normans, laid the foundation of 
the Channel Island breeds. Professor 
Lowin writing of the Island cattle in gen- 
eral in the early pa't of this century uses 
the term Alderney and speaks of them 
as “ orange, fawn and white witha dark- 
er shade on head and neck, with a white 
switch,” essentially a Guernsey of the 
modern day. 

It is known as early as 1789 measures 
were taken against importation of stock 
to the Islands. In 1819 more stringent 
laws were enacted, and importation of 
live cattle except for slaughter prohibit- 
ed. It was then that the Islanders isolated 
themselves from the cattle kingdom and 
began their jealous work of improvement. 

Under such conditions what would 
you naturally think you would find the 
nature and nurture of the Guernsey to 
be? Nothing but lessons of gentleness, 
milked, cared for, tethered, and led to 
drink by the women and children. Pas 


ture nearly the entire year, roots, hay, oil | 
cake, and oats, little or no heating or! 


heavy foods. These conditions have 
contributed as-a noble foundation for 
the enlightened dairyman of succeeding 
ages to build upon. 

The quiet temperament of the Guern- 
seys as we know them in this country is 
undoubtedly largely due to the early and 


painstaking care given the breed by the, 
Perkins, Bowditch, Lawrence and others, 


_ islanders. 


Early Introduction of Guernseys 
Into America. 


In 1833 the captain of a sailing ves- 
sel that called at the Island was so much 
impressed with the fine quality of the cat- 
tle that he brought to the port of Boston 
three head, one bull and two heifers. 
These were sent to his brother who lived 
on what is now known as Cow Island, in 
Lake Winnipesaukee, in New Hamp- 
shire. Through the carefully kept dairy 
and records of an elderly gentleman we 
were enabled to trace this importation to 
the custom records, and there, owing to 
the great Boston fire in the seventies, the 
record was lost. 

About 1840 some of the older families 
around Philadelphia had Guernseys in 
their private dairies. These having giv- 
en such good satisfaction the Fowlers, 
about 1865, brought over some for sale 
in the city. 

In 1872 our present President of The 
American Guernsey Cattle Club, Mr. 
James M. Codman of Brookline, Mass., 
went to the Channel Islands with the ob- 


|ject of investigating the two leading 


breeds there. Especially admiring the 
color and character of the dairy products 
of Guernsey, he selected and imported a 
small herd. This lot and their products 
so attracted the members of the Massa- 
chusetts Society for promoting agricul- 
ture that they sent over one of their 
members to purchase another lot the fol- 
lowing year, and these importation- 
founded the herds of Messrs. Codmans 
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Gueansey Bull, Clara’s Sequel 2207, P. S.

The annual show of cattle entered for the Cups presented 
by H. M. the King (two for bulls and one for cows) took 
place recently in ideal weather at the Castel Fair Field. 
There was a fairly large attendance, those present including 
Colonel J. E. Le Mottée (Vice-President R.G.A. and H.S.), 
thé Hon. C. R. Molesworth, Jurat A. J. Hocart, the Rev, 
Stevens-Guille, Colonel de Jersey. His Excellency the 


Lieut.-Governor arrived at the Field shortly before the con- | 
clusion of the judging, and afterwards presented the Cups 
to the winners. 

The Judges appointed by the Lieut.-Governor were Messrs. 
J. Carré and W. Foote, Mr. R. Best being in attendance as 
Referee. 

The number of cattle entered, ten bulls and thirteen cows, 
was not so large as in former years. The quality, however, 
left little to be desired. The standard of the bulls was 
especially high and the judges were set a difficult task in 
choosing between them. It shou'd be mentioned that though 
the cows are judged on their own merits, the merits of the 
bulls are considered in conjunction with the merits of their 
progeny. Needless to say, this adds to the difficulty of the 
Judges.

On the first page of this issue we give an illus- 
tration of Dairymaid of Pinehurst, owned by Mr. 
W. W. Marsh, Waterloo, Iowa, and who has just 
closed her year’s work in the contest to show 
the best dairy cow in the state of Iowa. 

Dairymaid of Pinehurst 24656, was bred by 
Mrs. E. W. Strawbridge, Moorestown, N. J., and 
was dropped April 26, 1906. Her sire was 
Glenwood Boy of Haddon 4605, Adv. R. 8, who 
is out «f Glenwood Girl 2d 9108, by Pat of Had- 
don 3919, Adv. R. 1, who has four daughters 
in the Advanced Registry. Her dam was Dairy- 
maid of Elm Place 14197, Adv. R. 19, who is 
out of Dolly’s Ada 9289, by Penwyn 4590. 

She calved May 17, 1909, when she was 3 
years and 11 days old. She started her year’s 
work the first of June with the following result:

Farmer says: 

“During the year that Dairymaid has been upon test she 
has made a remarkable development. She closes the year a 
larger, better, healthier, stronger cow than when she began. 
This is saying a great deal for she was a wonder at the very 
start. She has used all the feed necessary to make this rec- 
ord possible but she has not been taxed in the least. When 
one looks at the cow today he is remarkably impressed first 
of all by her tremendous capacity. She possesses the char- 
acteristics of the Guernsey breed in a superlative degree and 
in addition to this she has the largest barrel that I have ever 
seen on a cow of the breed. It is a self evident fact that in 
order to produce as she has produced an abundance of feed 
must be taken care of. The fact that this feed has been 
taken care of without in any sense injuring the constitution of 
the cow is evidence of her wonderful capacity and the ability 
to make even greater records which she will unquestionably 
do in years to come. 

Next to her capacity her constitution is the most marked 
trait. She shows herself to be a vigorous, strong, healthy 
animal. Her size demonstrates an abundance of power to 
assimilate the properties of the feed that develop a large milk 
flow. With all of the feed that she has received she has not 
become fat but has kept in a fine condition, turning the 
nutrients into milk instead of meat. She has a tremendous 
heart girth, a large lung capacity and an abundance of room 
for the machinery that a cow must use to manufacture milk. 
She is of a typical dairy type having a long straight back; 
she is long from the hip bones to the pin bones and she is 


| typically wedge-shaped from whatever way she is viewed. 


Her head is well nigh the ideal dairy head; large, intelligent 
eyes, wide nostrils and a slightly dished forehead. 

The third characteristic that impresses one upon viewing 
dairymaid is the magnificent network of veins and the re- 
markable texture and quality of udder. 

It is seldom that one can find such perfect veining upon a 
dairy cow of any breed. The channels are large, tortuous 
and numerous; the milk wells are extremely capacious. The 
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udder is perfectly balanced, well attached in front and behind, 
and is of a silky texture wherever one takes hold of it. The 
teats are all perfectly placed. Withal Dairymaid is as near 
the ideal dairy cow as can be found anywhere. 

Every record that is made, no matter what the cow or the 
breed, carries with it its hard luck story. The same is not 
lacking in this case. It will be remembered by those who 
have studied the reports of the Cow Culture Club Contest 
during the past year that both Dairymaid and Jedetta fell off 
unmercifully during the months of November and December. 
About the middle of November both of these cows suffered 
a severe attack of catarrhal fever which went through the en- 
tire herd. Dairymaid dropped from ror pounds of fat in 
October to 60 pounds in November. From that time on she 
has been creeping up until in the 12th month she was mak- 
ing better than two pounds per day. During February and 
March her record was not quite so high but it was remark- 
able even then. A detailed account of her performance for 
the year is given herewith. If Dairymaid’s record were 
given in terms of 80 per cent. butter she would have 1023,47 
pounds to her credit.”

enthusiastic dairyman says: “ Dairymaid of Pinehurst has 
made in one year in the Iowa contest, 14,571.4 pounds of 
milk containing 852.89 pounds of butter-fat. The Amer- 
ican Guernsey Cattle Club has maintained a system of Ad- 
vanced Registry for some years. Cows eligible to this 
register must produce a specified amount of milk and butter- 
fat. About 954 cows are now recorded. Each has met the 
requirements. For an entire year the weights of the milk 
and the per cent. of butter-fat in the milk have been under 
the supervision of some state experiment station. For the 
purpose of showing the relative merits of Dairymaid of 
Pinehurst and other Guernseys entered in the 18 volumes of 
the American Register, I have selected eight of the best 
three-year-old records. I purposely omit the names of the 
cows and owners. I know that the eight cows used in the 
comparison are invaluable. It would require a small for- 
tune to buy any one of them. The following deductions 


and figures are correctly made from these published official 
reports : 

“Average age at the beginning of the yearly record of the 
best eight Guernsey records, 3 years 4% months: age of 
Dairymaid of Pinehurst, 3 years 23 days. Average yearl 
yield of milk of the same, 10,828 pounds; yield of Dak 
maid of Pinehurst, 14562.40 pounds. This exceeds the aver. 
age by 3743 pounds, and exceeds the best three-year-old by 
1897 pounds. Average per cen,t of fat in the milk of the 
best eight, 5.29; average highest per cent. of fat in any one 
of the eight, 5.81; average per cent. of fat in the milk of 
Dairymaid of Pinehurst, 5.78. Exceeds the best in fat per- 
centage, .o4. Average pounds butter-fat of the eight for a 
year, 572.9; Dairymaid’s record for the year, 860.26. Ex- 
ceeds the average by 280 pounds. Exceeds the best one of 
the eight by 214.5 pounds. 

“Average number pounds of milk of the best eight for 
the last two months in their yearly test, 1435.5 pounds. 
Number pounds milk Dairymaid gave the last two months of 
her test, 2245.90 pounds. Exceeds the average by 591 
pounds. Average number pounds fat for the last two months 
of the best eight Guernseys, 82.37 pounds. Dairy- 
maid for the last two months, 128.50 pounds. 
Exceeds the average by 29.46 pounds. Exceeds 
the best one of the eight for the last two months 
by 11.69 pounds.” 


Dairymaid of Pinehurst well deserves from her 
inheritance, as well as her individuality, the dis- 
tinction which has fallentoher. Her dam, Dairy- 
maid of Elm Place 14197, Adv. R. 19, had an 
Advanced Register record of 12176.90 pounds 
milk, 668.36 lbs. butter fat. Her maternal grand- 
mother, Dolly’s Ada 9289, was said to be a 
great cow, and reported as having a record of 17 
Ibs. 1 oz. butter before the days of the Babcock 
test in Advenced Register work. 


Dairymaid’s sire, Glenwood Boy of Haddon 
4605, Adv. R. 8, belongs to the great Glenwood 
family, being a son of Glenwood Girl 2d 9108, 
and by Pat of Haddon 3919, Adv. R. 1, having 
four daughters in the Advanced Register. 


The Iowa Dairy Cow Contest has attracted 
a great deal of attention. It is doubtful if there 
has been anything in recent years that has 
awakened a greater interest in the dairy cow, 
and done more to emphasize the value of highclass, well- 
bred animals over the scrubs. This contest was made 
possible by Mr. Marsh; and dairymen in general, and 


Guernsey men in particular, owe much to his foresight and 
energy.

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The Cattle On The Island of Alderney. 


Cattle Show on Alderney. 


The Island of Alderney lies about 21 miles northeast of 
the Island of Guernsey and only nine miles off the coast of 
France. It is only about two by four miles in extent and is 
in government part of the balliwick of Guernsey. Great 
Britain, many years ago, spent enormous sums in fortifying 
the island, and there still exist, and are kept in repair nine 
or more separate forts, and there are partial ruins of several 
other earlier or less important forts, not now kept in repair. 


This island was considered such a strategic point that in 
1847 Great Britain, in order to form a better harbor for war 
vessels, commenced the construction of a breakwater nearly 
a mile long, and it was many years in completion; and for 
years added so many people to the regular population that 
the character of the people, its commerce, society, and even 
religion, was influenced by this work. 


A fearful storm carried away over one-third of this break- 
water and made larger gaps in the remainder. The portion 
carried away was not rebuilt, but even now the government 
maintains a large force of men on the Island who are con- 
stantly quarrying large blocks of granite and dumping them 
off the side of the breakwater to protect it from the sea. 

Then the broken refuse granite is made with cement into 
great blocks and used in the same way. When [§was there 
in August, 1gcg, there were a lot of these concrete blocks 
6x6x12 feet, built{ready to dump off, and not one“of these 
can now be%seen. At low tide you can see a row of such 
blocks, 6x6 x6 feet, chained together in the sea, nearly the 
whole length of the breakwater, and I counted sixty-five 
more such blocks completed and ready for use. Some idea 
of the force of the sea can be seen, for on the inner side of 
the breakwater are many pieces of granite, weighing many 
tons each, that the sea has thrown over this breakwater forty 
or fifty feet high. 


The population of the island is now about 1500. people, 
beside the garrison of soldiers. , 


Granite is quarried and shipped to England and is about 
the only source of income aside from the cattle and dairy 
industries; and no fruits, flowers, or vegetables are raised 
for market, as there are no good shipping facilities, while on 
Guernsey this is the chief source of income. 

The first cattle taken to England or brought to America 
from any of the Channel Islands were called Alderneys, and 
the reason for this seems to have been that in those days 
only transient sailing vessels went to the Islands; and they 
would visit Jersey first, then Guernsey and Alderney last, and 


the ship’s papers showed she came from Alderney, and what- 
ever cattle would be on board were called Alderneys. 

Anyone who will read Youatt’s Book on Cattle, published 
about 1825 or even read early files of the American Agri- 
culturist, or the Country Gentleman, will find Alderney Cat- 
tle spoken of without difference being made between the 
cattle of Jersey, Guernsey, or Alderney; while as a fact for 
more than a century, the importation of live cattle into these 
islands—except for immediate slaughter—was forbidden, and 
at some later date these laws made to apply to the inter- 
change of cattle between Jersey and Guernsey, the word 
Guernsey meaning in this case Guernsey, Alderney, Sark and 
Herm, as all were under the same government. 

While such laws existed it seems useless to deny that some 
cattle were taken back and forth up to some time as late as 
1860 or 1870, but since that time, when the American Jersey 
and Guernsey Herd Books have existed, the two breeds have 
been maintained in absolute purity, and in fact, from local 
pride they were practically so long before. There has been 
a constant interchange of cattle from one island to the other 
of the four, forming the balliwick of Guernsey; though as 
between Guernsey and Alderney many more cattle have gone 
from Alderney to Guernsey than in the opposite direction, 
because of the demand for cattle for export-to America, and 
only the cattle on Guernsey had been registered in the Herd 
Book of the Roval Guerns: y Agricultural Society, and would 
so be eligible to our Ame.ican Guernsey Cattle Club Herd 
Book. 

In the early days of our Register our rules did not r quire 
registry of sire and dam on the Island as they now do, and 
in fact our Herd Book was founded before the Island Book, 
and some animals recorded that came direct from Alderney. 

In recent years the cattle on Sark and Herm have been 
recorded in the Guernsey Herd Book and were so eligible 
to our Book, and cattle from those islands have come here. 

The English Guernsey Herd Book has for years taken 
cattle direct from Alderney, and this market and that to 
Guernsey has been all the Alderney farmer has had. 

Many of the best cattle on Alderney have year by year 
gone to Guernsey and have been registered there and their 
progeny sold to us. In 1908 the Alderney people started a 
Herd Book of their own so as to maintain a record of the 
breeding of their cattle, even maintaining that their cattle 
were a superior strain of the breed, saying the Guernsey man 
had constantly sold his best to America and replenished 
from Alderney, so that their cattle were in reality Alderneys. 
While there was much truth in it, still not as much as the 
Alderney people made out. 

The starting of this book created some jealousy between 
the breeders of the two islands, but thanks to the wisdom of 
some of the most public-spirited men on each island, an 
amalgamation of the two books has just been completed, 
and while for a time at least, both islands will maintain 
books of their own as a matter of convenience, cattle will 
be transferred as Foundation or Pedigree stock from one to 
the other for very nominal fees, and this will now make the 
pedigree stock on Alderney available for eposation to 
America and registry in our Herd Book. It ifonly too bad 
that it does not add a larger supply to that*now available. 

The total number of cattle on Alderney, including quite a 
large number of steers, is only a little over 700 by census 
just completed, but now that they have a market for them, 
this number will soon be doubled if not trebled. 

The breeders there are working together more harmoni- 
ously and unselfishly than the Guernseyman, and when I 
was there only one farmer was left who had not put his cattle 
in on the Herd Book, and they were after him. 

One breeder on Alderney has nearly 100 head, but most 
of the herds, like those on Guernsey, are small, usually two 
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to six cows toa farm. Many of the cattle are out of doors 
all winter, but would be better off with shelter. 

Like the cattle on Guernsey they get poor care in most 
herds from calfhood up to two years old, and are-all small 
of their age, but most of them do not calve till three years 
old, so make up what they lost. I can see a great improve- 
ment in Guernsey in the care of the young stock even in 
the three years since I was there the first time. 

If there is any apparent difference between the cattle on 
Alderney and Guernsey it is that they may be a trifle shorter 
on legs, and therefore appear smaller, but their bodies are 
just as large, 

The Alderney udders and rumps will average considera- 
bly better, but it is doubtless due to the large number that 
have been selected on Guernsey for America. The same 
system of Local and Annual Shows exist as on Guernsey, 
and the King gives annually silver cups for the best bull, 
cow, and heifer. These were first offered in 1906, but the 
R. A. A. S. had had shows before that, and cups were of- 
fered at least as early as 1905. _I was very fortunate in se- 
curing some fine photographs of many of the animals that 
have won the cups since that time.

Fillmore Farms. 


When Fillmore Farm was established, some ten years ago, 
by Charles H. Jones, at Wellesley Farms, Mass., there was 
no thought of breeding Guernsey cattle. The picturesque 
locality and its convenience of access to the city of Boston, 
made it an ideal location for a summer home, and this was 
the purpose in the owners mind, when the location was 
selected, and the work of building and clearing up the land 
was undertaken. 

About the first requisite in a country home is a good cow, 
and the unquestion.d superiority of the Guernsey product 
naturally led to the selection of this breed to supply the 
wants of the household. A heifer was bought of Langwater 
Farms, and another of Millwood Farm, and the problem of 
dairy supplies was considered settled. But the Guernsey 
cow has a way of making a place for herself wherever she 
goes, and in this instance the splendid individuals and their 
excellent performance, soon aroused the interest of the owner, 
and the natural desire to own more of the same kind finally 
led to the establishment of what has become one of the well 
know herds of Guernseys near Boston.

should have a permanent place at this farm, and with this 
high standard, together with careful selection and breeding, 
there has been brought together a very even and satisfactory 
lot of producers. 

Golden Moments, 14604, Ad. Reg. 432, was one of the 
first heifers purchased. She now easily gives over 10,000 
Ibs. of milk each year, fed on an ordinary ration, and stand- 
ing in her stall with the remainder of the herd. She is of a 
good old-fashioned line of breeding, and a magnificent type 
of dairy cow. 

Millwood’s Miss Chauntress 14511, Ad. Reg. 352, was 
another member of the foundation herd, and she developed 
both as a producer herself, and as the dam of some very ex- 
cellent heifers. Her daughter, Ima Nutwood 17110, Ad- 
Reg. 505, produced 451.57 lbs. of fat, and her grand-daugh- 
ter, Fillmore’s Imogene 21510, now just finishing her Ad. 
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vanced Registry test, is credited with 460.89 lbs., and has a 
part of the month of August still to go.

Another handsome cow. tracing back to Lily Ella on her 
sire’s side, and to the France family through her dam, is 
Couture Lily 17087. She stands credited with the record of 
9627.50 lbs. of milk, testing an average of 5.37%; making 
her record for the year 517.03 lbs. of fat, and she has a 
yearling heifer that gives every indication of maintaining the 
reputation of the family. 

A recent addition to the herd is Nora Wayland 22193, a 
very handsome cow with a perfect udder, and also a first- 
class producer. She is now under advanced registry test, 
and has to her credit 169.55 Ibs. fat in 3 months. 


Fillmore Farm was fortunate in some of the animals pur- 
chased at the Lewis sale in October ’og.

the best bull of the breed that money will buy; then give the 
offspring the fullest opportunity to develop in size and vigor. 
This simple plan has resulted very satisfactorily up to this 
time, and some of the young stock now coming forward, 
seem certain to still further emphasize the value of these 
simple ideas. 

It is well understood here, that in spite of all possible 
precautions, germs will find their way into every herd, and 
the best guarantee of perfect health is exceptional vigor. 
The utmost attention is paid to cleanliness and ventilation, 
and all the young stock is kept constantly in the open air. 
The calf nursery is situated at the foot of the southerly slope 
of a wooded hill, and in this the youngsters and dry cows 
are kept all winter, and is a marvel and worth a long trip to 
see. The windows to the south, and the doors being never 
closed, and the animals all running about at liberty, except 
when being fed. No heifer is tied up, or confined in any 
way, until ready to calve, and the size and robust health dis- 
played by all the youngsters is ample testimony to the value 
of this method of handling. 

The illustration following shows a general view of the ex- 
terior of the nursery. Also two interior views, one looking 
towards the feed racks filled from floor above directly on 
street level, while the other looking southward, shows stan- 
chions on right where grain is fed. The fence shown at the 
end divides 40 feet for bull calves from main part of shed 
where heifer calves are kept. The calves are never tied up 
more than a half hour at a time and the protected location 
of the nursery makes it possible to keep doors and windows

The Real Merit of Guernseys. 


I thought I would write you a few lines which may be of 
interest to the Guernsey world. Few farmers, I think, really 
understand the true merit of these Island cattle. I do not 
mean as record breakers or as handled by wealthy farmers, 


but the real merit they possess as compared to other breeds 
when owned by men in poorer circumstances on poor farms. 
I think it has been amply proved that the Guernsey cow is 
the most economical producer of high quality milk alive, but 
to be really seen on her merits she should be seen in her 
native Island. There her ration is not all clover, nor her 
barn by any means a tight one, few realize that she is teth- 


ered out on grass (sometimes more, sometimes less) without | 
grain, in all kinds of weather for the entire year with per- | 


haps the exception of the few days now and again of awfully 
bad weather which assails this Island in the channel. All 
these days I don’t believe added together would amount to 
fifty. I have met many who have for some reason taken it 
for granted that Guernsey is a sunny, southern Island, but 
anyone who has been there or lived in that climate knows 
how very penetrating the cold is, and I fancy if they could 
see cows at that time milking away the same as ever, they 
would indeed be surprised. I have tried this and also found 
that they are just the same here in America. I feed no 
silo or wet feed, and when a cow comes over here, and after 
travelling some 3500 miles, makes her first year over 500 lbs. 
of butter standing in her stanchion with the others all winter 
on about eight lbs. of grain and twice a day roughage, I 
know then that she is in truth a cow. 

I fancy these cattle appeal to richer farmers on acconnt of 
the ease with which they are pushed up to big records, but I 
know ' that their place is with the man who wants an income- 
bearing security, for with him they will surely accomplish 
what they do on their Island for us, and have done here for 
me; in spite of contrary weather, standing in a shed where 
they cannot even keep dry still show that they are Guernseys 
and keep on delivering the goods. 

I feel that it is only right to say a few words as regards 


type and quality. Here in America breeders pay too little | 


attention to these two qualities which are unquestionably 
necessary in the breeding of the best Guernseys. That the 
Guernsey breed has quality is certain, and that they have 
type has undoubtedly been proved, through certain strains. 
I feel in a great measure the loss of these two sought after 
characteristics in many herds has come from the fact that 
some breeders as long as they possess a good bull imagine 
that they will get good progeny by breeding from a lot of 
inferior cows; and the breeder who has a few good cows 
fancies he can get good progeny by breeding to an inferior 
bull. Results will never be obtained in this way with rapid- 
ity enough to mark any change in the type or quality of any 
herd. This I only apply to pedigree animals, for it is un- 
doubtedly « fact that a bull of pedigree with the blood of 
certain generations behind him will stamp his good qualities 
on his progeny when mated with grade animals, and I think 
it is this fact that induces the man who has been through 
this experience to believe that all that he has to do is to have 
the male or females in his herd good, to produce good pro- 
geny. 

When breeding he must first realize that it is the bad 
quality and not the good quality that breeds on with the 
most persistency. Realizing this fact and the fact that he 
can never get perfect animals we should try to mate two 
bloods which will strengthen each other, and not endeavor 
to get a high type of animal from a male who is not all good 
qualities and a female who has hardly any. The good qual- 
ities of a line which is as near the ideal as possible should 
be nursed and bred to persistently, but with caution; but 
that leads me on to in-breeding, which is too long a subject 
to take up here but was well defined by the late Duke of 
Westminster at Epsom on the occasion of his winning his 
last English Derby with Flying Fox, his last of four victories 
all obtained through in-breeding. When John Porter, the 
veteran trainer, asked him: “ What do you think of in-breed- 
ing?” he replied, “It is the way to get the best, the only 
way to breed if you know how.” If we could but follow 
such an authority as the late Duke the Guernsey star could 
not fail to rise rapidly.

I wish to congratulate you upon the appearance of the 
Journal as it appears each month, also the information it 
gives upon the breed. There have occurred to me one or 
two suggestions I wish to make, in all friendliness, in regard 
to the Advanced Registry credits of the cows working for 
records. My first suggestion would be to state which month 
of the test, rather than the month of the year ; as for instance, 
7th month, or roth month in test, then the record for said 
month. When a cow finishes her year’s record and is giv- 
ing 30 or more pounds a month it means. more to a reader 
than to see that this was just a record for the month of May 
or June when the flush of feed is on. Also it would be grat- 
ifying to the writer to see each month the Official Records 
of all cows admitted to the Advanced Registry as were pub- 
lished up to June rst. 

We receive inquiries frequently asking if Imp. Masher’s 
Sequel 11462, A. R. 44, is still active and sure. Other than 
his personal appearance he is still as young as he used to be, 
and just as sure a breeder. He already has 20 A. R.

Improvements in land, buildings, 
equipment and stock should be the safest and best method 
of investing the surplus that may be available from year to 
year.

The capital stock of the business is thereby increased 
and the profits correspondingly greater. 


That a successful business may be done under unfavora- 
ble conditions regarding lease of land and buildings is often 
true. 


Mr. George M. Carpenter of Wilkesbarre, Pa, is the 
manager and principal owner of the Farmers’ Duiry Co., 
with headquarters and distributing depot in the city. Three 
creameries up State supply most of the milk and dairy pro- 
ducts. A prosperous business is carried on requiring seven 
wagons for delivering the milk throughout the city. As a 
side issue he has rented a farm of ninety acres about one 
mile outside on which he keeps a herd of some twenty Guern- 
seys and sixty Holsteins, young stock included. ‘The farm, 
which has underneath coal said to be worth one million dol- 
lars, is in a portion of the town of Kingston that is fast 
being built up. No lease can be obtained and the farm 
can only be rented from year to year. While the rent of 
$720 (or $8 per acre) seems high for dairying, an adja- 
cent piece of land rents for $20 per acre for trucking, the 
average condition though is probably superior. 


_The cattle, however, are well cared for and in good con- 
dition, only registered stock being kept. 


All grade cattle were cleared out several years ago and as 
fast as pure breds were raised to take their place. 


There is a little land used for pasture, and soiling has to 
be depended upon almost entirely during the summer, Can- 
ada peas and oats sown ten days apart furnishing the bulk 
of feed for early summer months until corn is ready. Mr. 
C. lives in the city but goes out to the farm almost daily, 
finding the walk to be recreation after being in the office 
during the day. The men being a little late in getting the 
feed hauled in, one night I was there, Mr. C. slipped on some 
overalls and helped out by milking seven cows, thus keeping 
in close touch with his cattle. An accurate account is kept 
of farm operations, with the herd as a whole and each cow 


individually. If an animal does not come up to his stand- 
ard she has to go to the butcher regardless of breeding. 


He told me that such cows are not offered for sale to 
breeders as he considers if they will not pay him they are 
not likely to anyone else, and being a detriment to the breed 
there is but one place to which they should go. 


This principle should be instilled into the mind of every 
true breeder. Mr. Carpenter has won quite a reputation as 
an exhibitor throughout the country and won many prizes 
with his cattle. 

He does not consider that as many sales are made at the 
Fairs of late years as formerly ; that since the advent of the 
Advanced Register work breeders who wish to buy are look- 
ing up records and pedigree more and depending on them to 
establish the value of an animal to be used in their herd. 

It is almost needless to state that Mr. C. is a firm believer 
in A. R. work and enters his cows of both breeds. During 
my visit five Guernseys and one Holstein were under test, 
the latter for a seven-day, the former for yearly records. He 
believes strongly in the wisdom of the Guernsey Club in 
changing from a oné to a two-day test. 


As a result of setting a standard for each cow, it is inter- 
esting to note how the herd average has been steadily in- 
creasing for the past six or seven years from 6000 lbs. to 
considerably over 7000 Ibs., and Mr. C. tells me he expects 
to reach 8000 lbs. shortly. Then I feel safe in saying he 
will move his stake to 8%, that is the way with such men. 


These results are accomplished by rigid culling and wise 
breeding. Asa milk producer and dealer for the average 
city trade Mr. C is a Holstein man from choice and a Guern- 
sey breeder from necessity. He keeps Guernseys to make 
the Holstein milk salable, and estimates that it takes twenty 
per cent. of Guernsey milk to make the Holstein milk ac- 
ceptable. This is noted in the proportion of Guernseys and 
Holsteins in his home herd. It has been noticed that when

the farmers up country who supply him with milk want a 
young Holstein bull or calf to put in their herd and breed 
to he is almost invariably sold out but can furnish a fine 
Guernsey at a very moderate price. 


Mr. C. states that he would much prefer to breed Jerseys 
for raising the standard of his milk if they would have an- 
swered the purpose, but the superior color and richness of 
the Guernsey milk forced him from business policy to this 
breed and has made him a most loyal and enthusiastic mem- 
ber of the Guernsey Cattle Club, who keeps well posted on 
all Guernsey matters.

Visit of Farms. 


The visit of Farms conducted on Thursday should again 
attract attention to the valuable work carried on by the 
Royal Guernsey Agricultural and Horticultural Society. 
For nearly one hundred years the Society has carried on a 
steady work, advancing the interests of the farmers, and in- 
directly benefiting the whole Island. Through the efforts of 
the Society the farmer has been raised from that phase of 
existence described as “living by taking in another’s wash- 
ing.” Possibilities have been opened up, and the advan- 
tages have been pressed till even our insular conservatism 
has been forced to give way. Even within the last decade 
there has been a marvellous improvement in our methods of 
farming and breeding. On the farm rule of thumb has 
given place to scientific methods and the local breed of cat- 
tle has been improved, almost beyond recognition. 

The Visit of Farms is an important event in the working 
of the Society. The “Visit” is in reality a competition 
among the farmers who enter, and there is no more 
severe competition in connection with the Society. It 
is not a question of exhibiting a small quantity of produce, 
dairy or agricultural, or of showing a single animal. 
Competitors in the “ Visit of Farms” exhibit the whole 
of their stock, every field whether in cultivation or under 
grass, and dairy implements. The preparation for such a 
competition on a large farm must entail an enormous amount 
of work, quite apart from the ordinary routine work of the 
farm, needless to say the knowledge and business ability of 
the farmer, not to mention the enterprise necessitated by 
modern competition, also play an important part. Hardly 
less arduous is the work of the judges. These gentlemen 
have to visit every field in the farms entered, examine the 
stock, and inspect the dairies, stables, and ordinary outbuild- 
ings to be found on farms. Nor is the inspection of a cas- 
ual nature. It does not suffice merely to glance over a field 
of roots. Every field containing crops is inspected from end 
to end, in order to obtain an accurate idea of the general 
level of excellence. 

The Visit of Farms proved a revelation as to the up-+to- 
date methods now adopted by our farmers. The dark dirty 
stables of a few years since, have given place to well lighted, 
well ventilated and thoroughly clean stables. The dairies 
have been remodelled on the most modern lines and provided 
with every appliance that makes for cleanliness. Machinery 
has been introduced to save time and labour, and in every 
respect the Guernsey farmer of to-day is as up-to-date as 
could be desired. The result is creditably alike to the farm- 
er and to the R. G. A. and H. S., through whose efforts the 
necessary lead was given to the farmer 

One of the most valuable works of the Society has been 
the development of the local breed, to meet the requirements 
of United States buyers. In this work the Society has 
scored a signal success, and never was the Guernsey breed 
in greater demand than to-day. The Society is now helping 
both Sark and Alderney along the same lines. Already 
Alderney is feeling the benefit. The American buyer has 
found his way to the most northern Island of the Bailiwick, 
and on Tuesday there will be a record shipment of 64 head 
of cattle from Alderney. Long may the Society continue its 
excellent work. 

The judges (Messrs. J. Carré, T. Lucas and Hirzel A. 
Dorey) set out at 9 o’clock yesterday morning from the Mar- 
ket Square, accompanied by the acting-secretary (Mr. J. A. 
Tostevin) and a number of members and visitors. The 
party proceeded by way of Charotterie and Prince Albert 
road to the Vauquicdor, where they were joined by Col. J. E. 
Le Motté (vice-president R.G. A. and H.S.). Thence the 


ee 
party drove direct to the first farm to be visited, that of Mr. 
Peter Martel, Jr., Les Hunguets, St. Andrew’s. Here the 
party was reinforced by a number of farmers who had driven 
from the Castel, and others who had arrived from St. Mar- 
tin’s, etc. The judges at once proceeded to view Mr, Mar. 
tel’s fields. As these are scattered over a considerable area 
the work occupied a considerable time. Having viewed the 
fields and crops, the judges inspected the cattle and the farm 
itself. Mr. Martel’s farm is some seventy acres in extent 
and is set out as follows: —Under grass, 48 vergees ; wheat 
4% vergees, oats 3, barley 1, parsnips 4, beetroots 2, car- 
rots 1%, swedes % a verge, turnips 214, and potatoes 3. 
His stock comprises eleven cows, three heifers, three bulls 
three horses and a few pigs. 


Leaving the Hunguets the judges proceeded to the farm 
of Mr. J. F. DeGaris, Le Gélé, Castel, where a similar in- 
spection was made. Considerable interest was aroused by 
Mr. De Garis’s dairy, in which the churn and separator are 
worked with a patrol motor. The motor also works the chaff 
cutter and pumps water. The farm is 67 vergees in extent 
and is set out as follows: Wheat 2% vergees, oats 5, barley 
I, parsnips 2%, mangolds 2, carrots 2, turnips 2, broccoli 2, 
potatoes % a verge, orchard with vegetables 2 vergees, lu- 
cerne 13 vergees, old grass 12, meadow 13, Clover 1 vergee, 
maize 4 vergee, furze brakes 5. The stock comprises eight 
cows, four heifers, three calves, three bulls and two horses, 
and a number of pigs. 


The third establishment visited was that of Mr. H. J. 
Ozanne, Lilyvale, Castel. Here the land utilized for farm- 
ing (as distinct from growing and glass houses) is 50 verges 
in extent. The crops were as follows :—Oats 5 vergees, car- 
rots 25 perches, parsnips 332, mangolds 3%, potatoes 2%, 
broccoli 3, grass 30. The stock comprises 7 cows, 4 heifers, 
2 bulls, 2 steers, 3 horses, 15 pigs, and 50 head of poultry. 
The visitors were much interested in the up-to-date stables, 
implements and machinery. 


At each of the places visited, the judges and visitors were 
entertained in a hospitable manner, and votes of thanks 
were accorded the hosts and their wives. 

Leaving Lilyvale, the party drove direct to the Gouffre 
hotel where dinner was served at 6.30. 

The chair was taken by Col. J. E. Le Mottée, who was 
supported by the Rev. Stevens Guille, Mr. J. A. Tostevin, 
Mr. James Le Page and the three judges. 

The chairman proposed the loyal toast ‘“ The King.” 

The next toast “The Lieutenant Governor,” was proposed 
by the Chairman, who said they all knew that the Lieut.- 
Governor had been seriously ill. Happily he was now re- 
covered, and had returned to work. In drinking the health 
of the Lieut.-Governor, they would express their pleasure at 
the fact that he had been restored to health. 

The Chairman proposed the health of the Bailiff, who he 
said took a great interest in agriculture and other things, in- 
cluding aboriculture. He was a great agent in the encour- 
agement of cottage gardens. St. Martins had taken up the 
idea and had made great strides. 

The Chairman also proposed the health of their president, 
Colonel W. Bell. He was sure this toast would be drunk 
with acclamation. Colonel Bell had been their president 
many years. He had done a large amount of work for the 
Society, and still continued to perform that work. They 
hoped to retain his services for many years. Long may he 
live. 

Mr. James Le Page briefly proposed “The Vice-Presi- 
dents,” and expressed the pleasure they felt at the presence 
of Colonel Le Mottée. 

Colonel Le Mottée expressed his thanks. It had given 
him great pleasure to meet them all. He had met them 
many years ago, and recognized many of those present as 
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i resent on the former occasion. The ‘Visit to 
- ne pga essential part of the work of the Society. 
It afforded the unsuccessful an opportunity of inspecting the 
methods of the successful. The speaker regretted that he 
had been unable to entertain the party, but said he would be 
pleased to see them another year. The speaker referred to 
the method of judging, and expressed the opinion that were 
the method changed, there would be more competitors. He 
suggested that the excellent dinners formerly given in town 
should be resuscitated. ‘They might have a lunch in town 
on the Saturday, for this would suit everybody. Such re- 
unions rubbed off the angles that might exist between them, 
Nothing puts a man in a better humour than a good dinner, 


The Chairman next proposed “The Judges.” They had 
worked very hard indeed. The Judges too, needed courage 
and knowledge todiscriminate. All the farms they had seen 
were good, and the crops excellent. 


Mr. J. Carré responding, said that the Judges had had a 
difficult task. ‘They had occupied about an hour in going 
through the details of each farm, before being able to arrive 
at aconclusion. At Mr. Martel’s place, they found an up- 
to-date farm, worked by an up-to-date farmer on the rotary 
system. That is to say certain crops were taken in rotation. 
Here the speaker urged the importance of growing sufficient 
corn for the needs of a farm. ‘They saw Mr. Martel’s farm 
two years ago. It was then excel'ent. To-day they saw 
that he kept up the system, and there was very little differ- 
ence. The crops were excellent. They were not so strong 
as expected, but the year had been against the crops. In 
the speaker’s opinion, Mr. Martel had not sufficient grass for 
the number of cattle he kept. The cattle, however, were in 
high class condition, and were a high class set. In the 
dairy they had seen Dr. Bishop’s certificite. Mr. Martel 
without exception was one of the best farmers in the Island. 
At Mr. de Garis’ farm the cattle were also excellent. The 
crops, however, were not quite so forward as Mr. Martel’s. 
The farm buildings were a credit. They were old buildings 
but were kept in first class condition. The cleanliness of 
the farm was very good, and the crops were good with the 
exception of the wheat. Mr. Ozanne had much land under 
glass and in bulbs. Of the grass lands he could not say 
much. Where Mr. Ozanne excelled was in the parsnips. 
He had the best parsnips and beetroots they had seen that 
day. The oats too were excellent. The stabling was mod- 
ern and good. All the farms had obtained the maximum 
number of marks for upkept stabling, etc. After mature 


consideration the Judges had decided to award the prizes as 
follows : 


1, Mr. Martel with 44 points; 2, Mr. de Garis with 39 
points ; 3, Mr. Ozanne with 36 points. 

The speaker mentioned that Mr. Ozanne only entered at 
the last moment. He mentioned that the hedges on the 
farms were trimmed at the sides, but not on top. They had 
not had a “hair cut” fora longtime. In conclusion Mr. 
Carré thanked those present for the toast and expressed the 
hope that more farmers would enter for future visits. 

Mr. H. A. Corey also spoke briefly as to the judging. He 
urged the importance of kitchen gardens on farms. 

Mr. Lucas thought that all three farms were good, for 
such a year as this. The speaker mentioned that he found 
the work of judging. too fatiguing for him. 

Mr. G. J. Browning proposed “The Exhibitors.” He 
hoped that next year six farms would enter, even if they had | 
to take two days over it. 

Mr. Peter Martel thanked the Judges for the trouble they | 
had taken in viewing the farms. As to the hedges, around | 
his way they did not cut the tops till after the harvest. He | 


hoped that next year it would not be left to the “ young boys” | 


to enter their farms, but that some of the grey-headed mem- 
bers would enter. 

Mr. J. F. de Garis observed that his land did not lend it- 
self to competition. They were working old furze brakes, 
and in fact were reclaiming land. Still they tried to get the 
best out of it. He suggested that if the tops of his hedges 
were cut, the only shelter they would have from the wind 
would be Lihou Island. (Laughter). 

Mr. Ozanne also thanked the Judges. He mentioned that 
this was only his second year at farming. He was glad to 
hear the remarks concerning his crops, and hoped to enter 
again another year. 

Mr. Le Page proposed “The Secretary”— Mr. Henry 
Carré. All knew the amount of work Mr. Carré was called 
upon to perform. In the opinion of the speaker Mr. Carré 
should have an assistant. The work was most important 
and arduous. Mr. Le Page coupled with the toast the name 
of Mr. Tostevin, Acting Secretary. 

Mr. Tostevin, responding, supported the remarks of Mr. 
Le Page. Very few people knew the amount of work per- 
formed by Mr. Carré. It was enormous. 

The Rev. Stevens Guille proposed ‘‘ The Committee.” It 
had been a pleasure to him to accompany the Visit of Farms. 
They had seen the results of some of the work of the Society. 
He asked them to drink the health of those responsible for 
the management of the Society. 

Mr. A. J. Robin briefly responded. They tried to do the 
best in the interests of the Society. Much of the results 
they had seen that day, was due to the work of the Commit- 
tee. 

Colonel Le Mottée proposed the health of Mr. James Le 
Page. He was a most energetic member of the Society. 


» He had a most seductive manner of getting round people. 


People only had to see him smiling, and they could not say 
“no.” It was a special pleasure to see him at the festive 
board, for there he shone. 

The toast was drunk with musical honours. 

Mr. Le Page, briefly responding, said he always tried to 
do his best for his friends, and what he had done had been 
in the interests of the Society. 

Mr. A. J. Robin proposed the “ Visitors,” and Mr. J. Jones 
responded. 

Mr. Giraud in a witty speech, in which he compared the 
wives of Arabs, Italians and Frenchmen, proposed the health 
of the wives of the exhibitors, and the Misses Ozanne. 

The toast of the Press was also proposed and responded to. 

Recitations and songs filled the remainder of the evening.

Patron. Where can I buy 20 head of grade Guernseys? 
It is getting awful hard to get men to milk these days. 

I cannot think the above is a fair average for creamery 
patrons in “ Iowa, the greatest dairy state in the Union,” but 
it is one man’s figures and actual experience. 

The showing is quite different from Mr. Smith’s in the 
last number of the Journal, and his were all grades but two.
